This 
delipn, however, he ſoon abandoned; for in the next year 
we find he had relinquiſhed all thoughts of the law as a pro- 
felon, He took the degree of LL. B. in 1736, and on the

He was admitted of St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he became B. A. in 1730, and afterwards 

2 fellow; was appointed librarian to the univerlity in March 

; 2732, and ſoon after regiſtrar; was admitted an advocate in 
Doctors Commons, Feb. 15, 1741; ; and ſucceeded Dr, Rey-- 
nolds as chancellor of Lincoln i in April, 1744; but, intending.
